The Beard of Trade and the Ki- 


~-wanis Club held a very successful 


joint luncheon in the banquet room of 
the Driard Hotel on Tuesday evening 
of this week, when the speaker of the 
evening was Hon. J. F, Lymburn, at- 
torney general of Alberta. In his open- 
ing remarks he stated that all ques- 
tions coming before the government 
were dealt with on their merits in. a 
business like manner, and he paid a 
high tribute to the executive ability 
of the premier. At the time pf the 
last election and at Me present time, 
no men are employed by the g6vern- 
ment who do not do the duties for 
which they are employed and at a fair 
remuneration. 

In referring to the bye-election, Mr. 
Lymburn criticised Messrs. Jos. Shaw 
and George Webster for the gospel of 
misrepresentations they were preach- 
ing throughout the constituency of 
Medicine Hat during the recent bye- 
election, and their Statements regard: 
ing the financial condition of Alberta 
would do a lot of harm to the province 
in the financial circles of ‘the world, 


The minister also went into the 
railway situation at some length. The 
Lacombe and North Wester had been 
disposed of at a fair figure, but the 
lines running into the north country 
were not sold as the prices offered 
were not high enough. Nearly all the 
provinces in, Canada, have railways to 
sell and ‘the Alberta railways were 
the best buy on the market. 

The mortgage ¢egislation was ex- 
plained, and Mr. Lymburn showed 
where the mortgagee was given pro- 
tection by the act. The farmers_can 
get all the money they want today at 
a low rate of interest. The speaker 
was informed by the manager of a 
mortgage company that his\ company 
had collected between $400,000 and 
$500,00 in interest lagt year, and all 
obligations were paid except about 
$500,000 in:interest last year, and all 
as extensions had been granted in 
several cases,

. Optimistic as to Prospects) wre sitet at 


Winnipeg, April 30th—Optimism 
prevailing throughout the west among 
farmers is justified by the agricultural 
Situation generally, according to a 
general .summary of _ conditions 
throughout the prairie provinces, .is- 
sued from the offices of the Agricultur- 


. al Department of the Canadian Pacific 


Railway here today. While winter 
Started early, November and Lecem- 
ber being unusually cold, no lengthy 
period of extreme cold was experienc- 
ed after New Year. Mild March gave 
promise of early spring opening. Con- 
ditions did not last, as April was cold 
for most part with ground frozen. 
Fall rains and average amount of 
snow during winter have promised 
plenty of moisture everywhere, and in 
addition most sections have had since 
‘April 1st either rain or snow, so that 
rapid germination and growth should 
take place with warm weather, Farm- 
ers ready for start several weeks ago 
were held up on account of cold 
weather. 

Seeding now general on higher and 


, lighter soil, and with favorable weath- 


er conditions should be general’ by 
middle;of week. On account of}late 
seeding last spring more than usual 
acreage, summer-fallowed in each prov- 
ince, and there is likelihood of great= 
er acreage in wheat this season, and 
greater. percentage of it seeded on 
summer-fallow.

Livestock 
wintered well as result of no bad 
‘storms, Much new breaking is looked 
for, due to many new tractors being 
purchased, Farm help is none too 
plentiful, due to fact that demand is 
heayy in districts~ where grain is yet 
unthreshed. 

Horticultural and. weather condi- 
tions in British Columbia are reported 
very satisfactory. Plenty of snow in 
interior with heavy fall rains have pro 
vided plenty of: moisture. Orchardists 
have in the main improved their meth- 
ods of pruning, fertilization, cultivat- 
ing and spraying, and more attention

SAFE BLOWERS MAKE HAUL 
AND GET-AWAY AT OHATON 


Using high explosive, presumably 
nitro-glycerine, a gang of yesgs on 
Tuesday morning of this week, be- 
tween the hours of two and three 
o'clock in the morning, blew open: the 
safe {in Patterson's general store, 
Ohaton, and got away with about 
$486 in cash, the property of the Al- 
berta Wheat Pool and the Canadian 
Pacific Express company. Other paper 
in the safe in the form of cheques and 
express money orders was left un- 
touched. 


The robbery was not discovered un- 
til about 7:45, when Mrs. Patterson, 
(wife of the proprietor, entered the 
store and found that the front door 
had been forced ad the premises en- 
tered. She immediately: informed. her 
husband, who notified Constable F. 
Crossley, of the AP.P. detachment, 
Camrose. 

Undoubtedly an automobile was 
used for the get-away. Apparently 
they were so confident that they 
would not be disturbed that the 
yeges did not even make use of 
blankets or other material to deaden 
the sound of the. explosion. 

This is the second robbery to be 
committed at Ohaton. It will be 
remembered that on , November 5th, 
1926, L. R, Roddis, postmaster and 
Storekeeper, wag held up at the point 
of a gun and forced to open the 
front door of his store, and the safe.

(By Wm, Irvine, M.P.) 


Company of Canada fs one of general 
concern to the, people of the entire 
Dominion. ‘This company is controlled 
by the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company of New York, whilo 
the Bell Telephone Conipany of Can- 
ada in turn is im control of other sub- 
sidiary companies such. as the North- 
orn Ilectric Company which are used 
as a moans of covering up the exces- 
sive profits of the merger 

The Bill now before the House asks 
for power to. increase the capital of 
the Bell Telephone Company by 75 
million dollars, thus bringing the en- 
tire capital stock of the company to 
the grand total of 150 millions. 

Now, the first question to be asked 
in regard to this bill is: Does the 
company require this amornt of cap- 
ital for the legitimate extension of its 
business? The evidence to hand would 
indicate that it does not. It has the 
right to issue $12,000,000 of stock 
which, up to the present, it has not 
issued. Surely if more capital were 
required for business extension this 
amount of stock would have been is- 
sued. But more significant than the 
unissued stock is the manner in which 
| blocks of stock have been issued by 
| the company in recent years. It has

sue its stock to its own shareholders 
at $100 par value while the market 
value of the stock ranged from. $140 
to $193 per share. Thus stock selling 
has meant that share-holders have 
made at least $50 on every dollar’s 
worth of stock sold, and if the present 
bill were to pass and the stock therein 
authorized were issued in accordance 
with the practice of the company it 
would mean that the share-holders of 
the company would make 37 million 
dollars on the transaction. 

The public interest arises at once 
when it is realized that the telephone 
rates must be raised to the general 
public in order to pay interest in this 
extensive watering of stock. 

Alberta and Saskatchewan are in- 
terested even though these Govern- 
ments own and control the telephone 
systems in these provinces. For the 
Northern Electric Company—a sub- 


sidiary of the Bell Telephone Com-/ 


pany—has a monopoly of all telephone 
supplies, The Alberta Government, for 
instance, is forced to pay higher prices 
for its supplies and must raise tele- 
phone rates accordingly merely be- 
cause the Bell Telephone Company 
has been permitted to water its stock 
and.charge exhorbitant prices. 


Wo aro opposing this bill until such 
a time as a thorough investigation {s 
hold Into the company’y affairs, for the 
purpose of determining whother or not 
an increase of capital stock is neoded, 
how stock has been issued in the past 
by the company and to whom issued, 
and to discovor to what extent, if any, 
the general public {s being fleeced. 
The indomitable Tommy Church of 
Toronto is fighting this bill, backed by 
such distinguished a newspaper as the 
Globe. “Tommy” talked {t out last 
private members’ night and some one 
will Iikely repeat that process on the 
next occasion when jt appears. 


The Sun Life Bill fs another piece 
of legislatton which should be, in my 
opinion, prevented in some way. But 
this company is so powerful that 
neither of the two major parties could 
dare to oppose the measure although 
it is generally known that neither of 
the party leaders really want to see 
the bill become law. This being the 
situation, the only other thing to do 
{is to talk it out. 

This bill was up last year substan- 
tially in its present form. We man- 
aged to defeat it by adopting parlia- 
mentary tactics which have usually 
been used against the radicals and in- 
surgents in the past. We are organ- 
ized to use these tactics again, believ- 
ing that the principle of the bill is 
wrong. 

The bill provides that the capital 
stock of the company shall be_ in- 
creased by two million dollars and 
that the par value of the stock be re- 
duced from $100 to $10 per share. 


The real reason for this legislation 
is to provide a means of covering up 
the excessive profits of shareholders. 
Of the two million dollars worth of 
stock already issued by this company, 
the shareholders have paid out in cash 
for these shares only $305,000. The 
balance of the stock issued was paid 
for by money voted by the sharehold- 
ers from the funds of the company, 
which funds belonged to the policy- 
holders. It, therefore, happens that 
the shareholders of ' this company 
made 83% profit last pear on their 
actual cash investment in the com- 
pany. 

We are moving an amendment to 
this act to the effect that 90% of the 
2 million dollars worth of stock shall 
be held in trust by the directors for 
the policy-holders. If this amend- 
ment is acceptable to parliament, good 
and well. If not, every parliamentary 
means to hand will be used to defeat 
the bill. pat?

HINTS FOR THE MOTORIST 


The following suggestions relate’ to 
the procedure of getting rondy for uso 
a car that has been in dead storage for 
a considerable length of time: 


Cooling System — Tighten hose 
clamps or replace hose connection, if 
they are old and deteriorated. Seo 
that the fan belt is properly tight. 
Inspect the water-pump, after the 
system has been filled, and tighten its 
packing, if it leaks. Unless the sys- 
tem was flushed opt, shortly before 
laying up, fill it and remember to 
drain off the water, flush out with a 
hose stream and refill, after running 
for a day or two. Unless freezing 
weather is past, use the required pro- 
portion of. alcohol when refilling the 
system. 

Fuel System—If sediment and water 
were not drained from the carburetor, 
vacuuin-tank and main tank and the 
carburetor, gasoline filter and vacuum- 
tank strainers were not cleaned, short- 
ly before storing the car, these opera- 
tions should be performed before the 
car is put into service. 

Battery—Assuming that it was re- 
moved, be sure that it is fully charged, 
place it in the compartment so that 
it will be certain that the two cables 
will be connected to the terminals 
from which they were detached and 
tighten the hold-downs so it cannot 
joggle. Scrape the terminal posts and 
the cable clamp surfacey bright, coat 
them lightly with vaseline and secure- 
ly tighten the clamps on the posts. 

Gear Lubrication—Unless it is cer- 
tain that the transmission ‘and rear- 
axle husings were left filled with fair- 
ly fresh lubricant of the proper season- 
al consistency, a check up should be 
made, If the lubricant is old, insuf- 
ficient in amount or of too light body 
for expected warm weather, draining, 
flushing with kerosene and refilling 
with the correct amount of lubricant 
of appropriate consistency is required. 

Clutch—If it was not left blocked 
in the disengaged position, the linings 
may have rusted to the plates and will 
not release when the pedal is pressed 
Disengagement can: usually be secured 
by holding the pedal forward, engag- 
ing high-gear, with one rear wheel 
jacked up, and having someone turn 
forcibly on this wheel first one way 
and then the other. See that the 
clutch throw-out bearing is lubricated. 

Brakes—Joins in pull-rods equalizer

GOVERNMENT ACTION AGAINST- 
ALL LOTTERY PARTICIPANTS 


Lotteries are not to be permitted 
any- more in Alberta. The attorney- 
general’s department is again calling 
the attention of civic municipal auth- 
orities throughout the province to the 
matter ‘and this time is notifying them 
that the law must be enforced. For 
lotteries are strictly prohibited by the 
criminal code of Canada. 


There has been, it is pointed out, a 
general disregard of the law on this 
score, and lottery schemes of one sort 
and another have been growing more 
numerous and more elaborate for 
some time past. A previous warning 
from the attorney-géneral’s depart- 
ment was not as widely observed as 
was expected, and now a _ second 
notice is being given to the effect that 
there must be absolute and complete 
enforcement of the dominion law 
throughout Alberta. Violations will be E ‘ 
prosecuted and convictions call for ; _ 
both fines and imprisonment. 


The prohibition of lotteries under 
the criminal code include all schemes 
or proposals of chance, the only ex- 
ception being that raffles for prizes|, 
of small value may be held at bazaars 
for charitable or religious purposes. 
Even for this bne exception, however, 
there are a number of conditions, 
which, it ig stated, have not been gen- 
erally observed. Permission for such 
raffles must be secured from the civic 
or municipal council, mayor, reeve or 
chief officer of any city, town, or 
municipality; the articles raffled must 
first have been offered for sale in the 
regular way, and remaining unsold at 
thé close of the’ bazaar may then be 
‘disposed of in this way; and no such 
article may be raffled if its Yalule @x-

A feature of the company’s opera- 
tions is the manner in which by-pro- 
ducts are obtained. All the peelings 
and waste are manufactured into po- 
tato flour and'starch. Nine pounds of 
starch are extracted from every hun- 
dred pounds of potatoes.

The 
selling campaign is moving north, and 
the contract is a very attractive one, 
with the options, however, apparently 
all in the discretion of the company. 
The fifth reason urged by them against 
the purchase of the Chester White 
hog, is that it is not a bacon type of 
hog and is consequently mot adapted 
to the requirements of the Canadian 
export trade. The Chester White is 
an American lard type hog, was de- 
veloped in that country and is now 
kept for the purpose of consuming 
corn and other fat producing feeds, 
and producing a fat or lard type of 
carcast. The Chester White is a good 
breed of hog for corn-belt conditions; 
ig reasonably thrifty, prolific, early 
maturing, and an economical feeder, 
but is not better in these respects than 
-our own bacon breeds, the Yorkshire 
and Tamworth, and certainly very few 
of them, if any, would even: earn the 
ten per cent premium offered .for 
bacon hogs on our markets. The ex- 
tensive use of this breed would be a 
backward step in the hog production 
policy of Alberta breeders, Mr. Gris- 


dale believes.

GOOD QUALITIES 
OF GARNET WHEAT 


Ottawa, April 28.—Garnet wheat is 
not only a very early maturing variety, 


er, almost equalling and sometimes 
excelling even Marquis in productiv- 
ity, said L. H. Newman, Dominion 
cerealist, in giving evidence before the 
agricultural committee in the course 
of its investigation of wheat gradirg. 

Mr. Newman, ina survey which 
brings observations of Garnet wheat 
down to date, said:— 


“As regards milling and baking 
qualities, Marquis and Garnet do’ not 
‘lappéar to differ to an apprecfabie- ex: 
tent except in color of flour, in which 
respect Marquis is characterized by a 
whiter flour than is Garnet. 


“While Canadian millers discount 
Garnet at present on account of flour 
color, the English miller and baker do 
Not appear to regard the creamy shade 
of this variety as objectionable in view 
‘of the fact that Canadian wheats are 
always blended with English and 
other wheats and are valued primarily, 
‘Oh account of the strength and stabil- 
ity of their gluten. 

“The precocity of Garnet, coupled 
with its productivity, bids fair to have 
an effect on the quality of Canadian 
wheat in a way not fully appreciated 
by those who just now are disposed 
to discourage the propagation of this 
variety in Western Canada.

CANCELLING I.B.S.A. 
RADIO LICENSES 


(Commons Hansard, April 12, 1928) 

Mr. Spencer: (1) Is the government 
considering refusing to continue the 
license of the broadcasting station 
CHCY Edmonton (International Bible 
Students) ? (2) If so, for what reason? 

Mr. Rinfret: The Department of 
Marine and Fisheries is responsible 
for the administration of the Radio- 
telegraph Act under which every radio 
station in Canada must be licensed. 
With the advent of broadcasting, the 
department as the licensing authority 
at once realized its responsibilities to 
the listening public. Each application 
for a broadcasting license was, with 
these responsibilities im mind, dealt 
with as far as practicable ffom the 
viewpoint of the broadcast listeners. 

When the Bible Students applied 
for a license to erect and operate a 
station at Toronto in 1922, their ap- 
plication received very serious con- 
sideration, but ftom information 
available the department was of 
opinion: that it would not be in the 
best interests of the public to grant 
a license, and the same was conse- 
quently withheld. An application was 
finally made in 1924 by an individual 
unit at Saskatoon for a station at that 
place, The request for hours of broad- 
casting appeared modest and upon the 
recommendation of the department’s 
local inspector that they be given a 
trial, more particularly for the benefit 
of the country people in that large 


farming section of ‘the country, a li- 


cense was issued to them. Subse- 


quently applications were made and!

Whether this reorganization has any 
connection with the matter is not cer- 
tain, but complaints from the listen- 
ing public have gradually increased 
until today the department has _ re- 
ceived a large number of protests 
and petitions asking that the broad- 
casting activities of this association 
be either curtailed or entirely sus- 
pended. .The matter being broadcast 
ig generally described by complain- 
ants as having become intolerable; the 
propaganda carried on under the 
name of Bible talks is said to be un- 
patriotic and abusive of all our church- 
es. Evidence would appear to show 
that he tone of the preaching seems to 
be that all organized churches are cor- 
rupt and in alliance with unrighteous 
forces, the entire system of society is 
wrong and that all governments are 
to be condemned. 


The department has before it many 
letters and a petition asking that the 
Toronto station should be closed. A 
petition from’the board of trade at 
Saskatoon asks that the association's 
broadcasting from the station at that 
place be restricted and the local in- 
spector, who originally recommended 
the granting of the license, says that 
he has a “continual deluge of com- 
plaints.” Complaints have been re- 
ceived from officials of the city and 
provincial authorities against the Ed- 
monton station, and there are protests 
from other prominent people in ‘re- 
gard to the same station.

This information 
was given out here this week by of- 
ficials of the C.P.R. From Leduc the 
railway will run. west across A. G. 
Campbell’s farm just south of town 
and from there to a point half a mile 
south of Calmar. From Calmar it 
runs to Thorsby and by way of Sunny- 
brook and Keystone to Breton. 

It is not known when the line will 
be completed and it is probable that 
the promised twenty-mile extension 
will not be built before the two-year 
limit is up.
